He esti- 
mated he killed 25 Japanese with 
rifle fire; the remainder with 
grenades. 


Grenades thrown by his buddies, 


two of whom were wounded, ac- 
counted for the other Japanese. 
At one time, Japanese and Ameri- 
cans were duelling with grenades 
which sailed over Craft's head. 


Craft freely credited covering

MEAT AND VEGETABLES 


We are beginning to get the low-down on 


the meat problem. It isn't only war that 
makes the scarcity. According to a recent 
report of American experts, while the war 
produced most of the present acute shortage, 
there has been a growing scarcity in progress 
for half a century. Thus Americans may as 
well start getting reconciled to a permanent 
fate of less meat in thc future than they have 
had in the past. 


This is evident in a'report made by a group 


of scientists at Cornell University. The prob- 
lem is rather simple. The human population 
of the country steadily increases; but its in- 
crease is not, and cannot, be sustained in- 
definitely by a corresponding increase of live- 
stock. There are not enough pasture lands 
and lands producing grain and hay. 
' To put the matter very simply,-the people 
are crowding out the cattle. And in the 
course of one year, ending January 1, 1945, 
there was what thc New York Times calls 
"the greatest mass liquidation of meat ani- 
mals in history." In that short period the 
number of "meat animal units" including 
catUe, hogs, sheep and chickens fell from 
157,000,000 to 133,000.000. 


Obviously we can't cat our meal and have

SKIN IRRITATIONS 


During World War I a chaplain was brought 


to our base hospital with a diagnosis of scarlet fev- 
er. A few hours after his admission he came to me, 
as senior medical oflicer, to protest against having 
to stay in hospital as he w-as not sick and his scarlet 
rash was fading. Calling Ihc medical olliccr of 
his ward, we found that he was suffering from a 
scarlet rash on his body caused by a drug he had 
taken for n headache, lie was sensitive or allergic 
to that particular drug. 


A skin eruption not due to disease but to con- 
tact with certain substances is called contact der- 
matitis. In thc Journal of Missouri Medical Associa- 
tion, Dr. N. JI. Tobias slates that contact derma- 
titis ranks among thc four common diseases of the 
skin. It is of special interest at (his time when man- 
power is of such imiwrtance for the following rea- 
sons: 1. Karly diagnosis prevents skin ailments 
which can become serious and prevent paiicnt from 
working. 'J. New synthetic tirugs. substituted for 
tried drucs. increase the number of cans. 3. Ex- 
posure to these drugs or substances used in industry. 
4. Thc shortage of physicians may lead many to 
treat themselves and M> there is an increase in this 
type of case.

Eisenhower Hopes 


For Press Freedom 


New York, June 13 <*) — All 


soldiers have the "right to hope 
that all peoples may have, at the 
very least, the advantages of a 
free press and the free exchange 
of 
Information .throughout 
the 


world," says Gen. Eisenhower. 


His statement was contained in 


a letter, dated January 26, 1945, 
and released last night by -Wilbur 
Forrest, chairman of the Ameri- 
can Society of Newspaper Editors 
which made a world tour in the 
interests of freedom o/ the press. 


Forrest, to whom the letter was 


addressed, said Eisenhower stipu- 
lated that the letter should not be 
made public until the Germans 
were defeated and the A.S.N.E. 
committee had made its report. 
The committee's report was issued 
Sunday in Washington. 


Gen. Eisenhower's letter said, in 


part:
